towards  the  completion  of  the  South  Wing,  which  will  be 
occupied  exclusively  by  females. 

The  erection  of  the  "Work  House,  has  progressed  as 
rapidly  as  circumstances  would  admit,  having  in  view  the 
construction  of  a  building,  which  will  afford  accommodation 
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for  1200  inmates,  and  of  that  durability  and  strength  which 
has  marked  the  work  since  its  commencement,  and  has  met 
the  approval  of  our  most  practical  mechanics. 

In  April  last,  the  North  Wing  was  occupied  by  the 
males  from  the  Alms  House,  who  were  able  to  work,  and 
all  vagrants,  who  have  been  committed  since  that  period, 
have  been  placed  at  such  labor  as  their  physical  and  mental 
qualifications  rendered  them  capable  to  perform ;  and  par- 
ticular reference  is  made  to  the  elaborate  Report  of  the 
Superintendent,  of  all  matters  connected  with  that  Institution. 

At  the  Alms  House  much  improvement  has  been  made 
in  excavating  rocks,  grading  and  building  sea  wall,  a  new 
wash  house  has  been  built,  and  the  towers  in  the  rear  of 
the  male  and  female  buildings  have  been  removed,  and  piaz- 
zas, with  iron  columns  and  railings,  substituted  to  corres- 
pond with  other  parts  of  the  buildings. 

At  Bellevtie  Hospital,  a  back  wall  has  been  built  along 
26th  Street,  and  other  improvements  have  been  made  out- 
side of  the  building.  In  the  interior,  new  floors  have  been 
laid,  and  the  cells  remodelled  and  better  adapted  to  the 
confinement  of  persons  laboring  under  tem]3orary  insanity. 

At  the  Black  wells  Island  Hospitals,  there  has  been  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  number  of  patients,  both  in  the 
Penitentiary  and  Small  Pox  Hospitals. 

Immediate  measures  will  be  taken  in  building  a  Hospital 
for  Small  Pox  Patients,  in  which  the  arrangements  will  be 
such,  that  persons  in  every  class  of  life,  and  particularly 


strangers,  who  are  stricken  with  that  loathsome  disease, 
will  be  able  to  receive  that  medical  treatment,  and  attention 
which  is  so  difficult  to  be  obtained  in  the  City. 

The  Reports  of  the  "Warden  and  Physician  of  the  City 
Prison,  present  the  condition  of  those  Institutions,  and  gives 
an  increase  of  3176  persons  committed  to  the  1st,  2nd,  and 
8rd  District  Prisons  over  the  year  1852. 

The  Institutions  of  the  Colored  Home  and  Colored  Orphan 
Asylum,  are  under  the  direction  of  a  number  of  benevolent 
ladies,  and  to  whom  this  department  pay  to  the  former 
70  cents,  and  to  the  latter  60  cents  per  week,  for  the  care  of 
all  colored  paupers  entrusted  to  their  charge. 

At  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  the  admissions  during  the  year 
were  487,  being  8  less  than  in  1852,  and  the  Eeport  of  the 
Resident  Physician,  presents  a  favorable  account  of  the 
general  welfare  of  this  Institution.  Of  the  admission,  393 
were  foreigners,  of  which  number  a  large  proportion  are 
chargeable  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  and  for 
whose  support  a  large  indebtedness  hag  been  incurred, 
which,  upon  various  pretexts,  that  department  refuses  and 
neglects  to  pay. 

The  Reports  of  the  Warden,  Resident  Physician,  and 
Storekeeper  of  Randall's  Island  are  also  herewith  presented. 
During  the  year,  additional  accommodations  have  been 
made,  by  enlarging  the  Hospital,  and  thus  greatly  relieving 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  wards,  and  affording  increased 
facilities  for  the  sick.

OUT-DOOR  DEPARTMENT, 

The  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Department  is 
also  presented,  and  by  which  it  will  appear,  in  the  distri- 
bution of  the  charities  under  his  charge  and  direction,  a 
saving  of  $9053  14  has  been  effected,  while^t  the  same  time 
a  vast  amount  of  relief  has  been  afforded  to  those  who, 
through  sickness  and  want,  have  been  compelled  to  apply 
for  temporary  assistance. 


PENITENTIARY. 

During  the  year,  a  substantial  three  story  back  building, 
one  hundred  feet  by  forty,  has  been  erected  solely  by  the 
inmates  of  the  prison,  and  has  been  completely  furnished 
with  all  the  necessary  apparatus  for  washing  and  drying  the 
clothes  for  the  Prison  and  Hospital.  A  portion  of  the 
Prisoners  are  now  engaged  in  erecting  an  addition  to  the 
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Cook  House,  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  for  dining  rooms, 
for  inmates  and  keepers  rooms.  A  number  are  also  em- 
ployed in  quarrying  and  cutting  stone  for  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital,  to  be  erected  on  the  South  end  of  the  Island. 

The  Report  of  the  Storekeepers  on  Blackwell's  and  Ran- 
dall's Islands,  present  detailed  statements  of  the  affairs  of 
their  Department. 

Particular  reference  is  made  to  the  subjoined  Reports  from 
the  heads  of  several  Institutions,  under  the  charge  of  the 
Governors  of  the  Alms  House,  giving  in  detail  the  general 
condition  of  the  departments,  and  the  requirements  to  place 
them  in  a  proper  state,  to  ensure  cleanliness,  discipline,  and 
an  economical  administration  in  their  government. 

The  terms  of  office  of  Isaac  Townsend  and  Richard  S. 
Williams,  expiring  with  this  year,  at  the  general  election 
held  on  the  1st  ultimo,  William  S.  Duke  was  elected,  and 
Isaac  Townsend  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies.

_  The  health  of  the  inmates  of  this  Institution  generally 
has  been  good,  considering  that  an  nnnsual  number  of  them 
are  old  and  feeble,  and  afflicted  with  some  disease  con- 
tracted previous  to  their  being  admitted  here. 

The  ground  around  the  buildings  has  been  much  im- 
proved by  the  labor  of  the  inmates,  in  excavating  rocks, 
grading  the  grounds,  and  building  sea  wall.  There  has 
been  a  new  Wash  House  built  on  the  female  side,  and 
fitted  by  pipes  and  steam  works  for  drying  purposes ;  also, 
two  large  tanks  erected  for  heating  w^ater  in,  capable  of 
holding  eleven  hundred  gallons  each,  all  of  which  are  in 
operation,  and  work  well.  I  have  had  a  portion  of  the 
first  floor  of  the  east  end  of  the  Wash-house  building  fitted 
up  for  cooking  for  female  department,  which  I  find  to  be  a 
great  convenience  for  the  inmates,  as  w^ell  as  assisting  me 
in  carrying  out  the  discipline  of  the  Institution,  in  keeping 
the  sexes  separated.  I  have  also  removed  the  towers  in 
the  rear  of  the  male  and  female  buildings,  and  the  space 
they  occupied  in  the  piazzas  has  been  filled  by  putting  up 
iron  columns  and  railings,  to  correspond  with  the  iron  work 
formerly  put  up,  which,  I  think,  has  added  much  to  the 
beauty  and  appearance  of  the  buildings.  On  the  West 
■side  of  the  male  building,  I  have  built  453  cubic  feet  of  sea 
wall,  and  filled  in  5553  cubic  feet  of  an  embankment,  as 
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well  as  having  a  sewer  made,  over  wliicli  are  erected  water- 
closets  for  the  male  inmates,  and  thej,  in  ray  opinion,  give 
a  more  respectable  appearance  to  the  shores,  in  comparison 
with  the  old  shanties  formerly  used. 

In  my  last  Annual  Keport,  I  called  the  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Board  to  the  necessity  of  flasrging  the  grounds 
surrounding  the  male  and  female  buildings,  and  I  would 
again  most  respectfully  suggest  that  an  improvement,  not 
only  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  dwelling  upon 
the  basement  floors,  but  as  the  only  means  I  can  at  present 
recommend  for  keeping  that  part  of  the  building  clean  and 
dry  during  wet  weather. 

In  consequence  of  the  walls  of  the  basement  story  of  the 
middle  house  of  the  male  building  having  bulged  out,  and 
appearing  in  a  dangerous  conditioil,  5  was  directed  by  the 
Committee  on  Alms  House,  in  the  month  of  July,  1852,  to 
call  on  Mr.  Delamater  to  make  a  survey,  and  report  to 
your  Honorable  Board,  which  he  did  on  the  22d  of  same 
month ;  since  which  time  no  action  in  the  matter  has  taken 
place  ;  and  as  it  is  daily  becoming  more  dangerous,  I  again 
respectfully  call  your  attention  to  it. 

The  over-crowded  condition  of  the  female  department 
requires  an  immediate  remedy,  as  there  are  only  24  wards, 
each  of  which,  in  a  crowded  state,  is  capable  of  holding  22 
beds  ;  thus  showing  that  528  inmates  are  the  most  that  can 
be  accommodated  without  having  beds  put  on  the  floor, 
which  we  are  compelled  to  do,  as  there  are  now  593  women^ 
and  88  infants ;  and,  as  an  increase  of  this  kind  may  be 
expected  from  year  to  year,  which  you  can  readily  see  hj 
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the  following  comparative  statement  of  the  last  four  months 
of  the  years  1852  and  1853,  viz. :

The  organization  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration, 
having  been  in  existence  for  over  five  years,  we  may  also, 
expect  a  great  number  of  their  old  inmates.

The  character  of  the  inmates  of  this  department  also 
deserves  particular  attention,  as  many  old,  feeble,  and 
respectable  women,  who  are  obliged  to  seek  an  asylum 
here,  as  well  as  those  who  are  sent  here  for  "  intemperance 
by  their  husbands,  and  whose  families  are  also  respectable, 
are  obliged  to  associate  with  women  who  have  lived  a  life 
of  prostitution  and  debauchery,  and  who,  even  here,  cannot 
be  restrained  from  indulging  in  their  old  habits  of  using 
obscene  and  profane  language,  which  causes  a  great  deal  of 
annoyance  to  many  of  the  inmates,  who  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  live  a  moral  and  temperate  life,  and  whose  de- 
clining years  are  much  embittered  by  having  to  mix  in  the 
society  of  such  characters. 

From  the  officers  of  this  department  I  have  received  very 
efficient  aid  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  my  office,  for 
which  I  now  most  sincerely  thank  them.

A  table  of  the  Diseases  of  those  who  died  during  the  year 
will  be  found  appended  to  this  Eeport.  Fully  one  half  of 
the  whole  number  of  deaths  have  been  from  diseases  gener- 
ally incurable,  of  which  Phthisis  holds  the  most  prominent 
place.  The  number  of  Coroner's  cases  this  year  have  been 
59,  of  which  10  cases  were  from  couj^  de  soleil.  Deduct- 
ing the  Coroner's  cases,  the  ratio  of  mortality  this  year  is 
9J-  per  cent.  Typhus  Fever  has  prevailed  but  to  a  limited 
extent,  in  comparison  with  former  years.

Fever,  the  disease  so  fatal  in  Lying-in  charities  ordinarily, 
and  especially  so  in  this  Hospital  in  former  years,  has,  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  proved  fatal  in  hut  two  cases.

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Medical  Board  would  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  and  suggest  that  a  more  desirable  plan 
than  the  present  one  should  be  adopted  of  employing  those 
persons  who  are  incapable  and  utterly  unfit,  for  various 
reasons,  of  discharging  the  duties  assigned  them,  by  sub- 
stituting a  more  respectable  and  virtuous  class  of  persons, 
upon  whom  a  just  and  proper  reliance  can  be  reposed,  and 
that  more  liberal  w^ages  be  given  to  them,  to  ensure  their 
steady  and  faithful  attendance  upon  the  sick  under  their 
charge,  and  not  only  in  this  respect,  but  for  the  moral 
aspect  of  the  case  w^hich  is  of  far  greater  moment,  as  in- 
stances of  such  a  nature  have  transpired  as  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  Medical  Board  to  this  part  of  the  subject; 
and  on  the  score  of  economy  would,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Institution,  far  outweigh  the  present  apparent  economical 
plan,  and  in  the  end  be  a  pecuniary  profit. 

In  the  Beports  of  the  Medical  Board  for  several  years, 
the  notice  of  the  Board  of  Governors  to  the  desiderata  ne- 
cessary to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  has  been  directed  so 
often,  that  a  reiteration  of  the  subject  would  almost  seem 
superfluous,  but  the  absolute  necessity  of  these  desederatas 
urges  the  Medical  Board  once  more  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  not  only  to  the  great  danger  inci- 
dent to  the  Hospital  from  the  decayed  and  delajjidated 
state  in  which  the  roof  is,  but  from  its  proximity  to  the 
neighboring  buildings,  especially  to  the  founderies.  En- 
larged accommodations  are  most  needed  to  remedy  these 
defects,  and  are,  they  trust  not  in  perspective  only.  They 
indulge  the  hope  that,  ere  the  present  year  shall  have 
elapsed,  there  will  be  seen  in  course  of  erection,  additional 
and  adequate  provision  for  the  safety  of  the  Institution  and 
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security  and  comfort  of  its  inmates ;  for,  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose,  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  the  popuhition  of 
the  city,  natural  and  foreign,  increased  hospital  accommoda- 
tions  will  be  required. 

The  Medical  Board  would  also  propose,  that  as  the  great 
majority  of  the  patients  who  resort  to  the  Institution,  are 
already  in  a  feeble  and  debilitated  condition,  requiring  an 
extra  amount  of  support  and  nutritious  diet,  an  alteration 
be  made  in  the  supply  of  their  morning  and  evening  meal, 
by  the  removal  of  their  allowance  of  tea,  which  has  but 
little  nourishment,  and  the  money  expended  in  the  supply 
of  milk,  eggs,  and  nutritious  vegetable  and  animal  broths 
or  soups.    They  would  also  strongly  recommend  the  alter- 
ation of  the  present  garden  in  front  of  the  Hospital,  laymg 
it  out  in  walks  and  planting  it  with  trees,  for  a  pleasant 
and  open  lawn,  in  which  all  the  convalescent  patients,  who 
are  able  to  leave  their  beds,  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
daily  recreation,  under  the  advice  of  the  physician  in  at- 
tendance, beheving  as  they  do,  that  the  patients  would  derive 
greater  benefit  from  the  exercise  in  a  healthy  atmosphere, 
and  which  is  in  many  instances  absolutely  necessary  for 
their  recovery. 

Ventilation  is  another  subject  which  claims,  nay,  im- 
peratively calls  for  action;  and  the  Medical  Board  feel  they 
would  not  be  discharging  their  duties  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Hospital,  did  they  neglect  it  in  the  presentation  of  their 
Report ;  for  though  it  has  been  referred  to  before,  they  wdl 
hope  the  suggestions  will  not  fall  listlessly  on  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  low  ceilings,  the 
dampness  of  the  basements,  and  the  ill  ventilated  apart- 
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ments,  and  the  large  number  of  patients  in  tte  wards,  not 
sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  tliem — so  much  so,  as  to 
require  that  surgical  cases  have  to  be  sent  to  the  medical 
wards  sometimes,  and  thus  possibly  generating  anew^  in 
those  wards,  those  pests  of  ill- ventilated  Hospitals — erysipe- 
las and  phagedenic  ulcerations,  which  causes  most  of  the 
deaths  follov/ing  surgical  operations.  The  Medical  Board 
deem  these  reasons  alone  amply  sufficient  to  urge  upon  the 
Board  of  Governors  the  adoption  of  some  one  of  the  ap- 
proved methods  of  ventilation  which  have  been  proposed 
the  last  few  years. 

The  Medical  Board  congi-atulate  the  Board  of  Governors 
on  the  success  attending  their  application  to  the  Legislature 
for  an  ap|)ropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Dead-House  ; 
and  they  hope  that  as  this  much  has  been  accomplished^ 
together  with  the  improvements  already  effected  during  the 
past  year,  it  will  afford  them  a  guarantee  that  such  further 
measures  as  have  been  frequently  pressed  upon  their  atten- 
tion, and  again  renewed  at  the  present  term,  will  receive 
every  consideration  at  their  hands ;  and  when  such  auspi- 
cious results  have  been  exhibited  the  last  fsw  years  in  the 
ratio  of  mortality,  the  Medical  Board  feel  they  have  a  right 
to  ask,  and  which  no  ordinary  consideration  should  forego, 
the  gi\anting  of  their  requests,  as  the  demands  of  the  poor- 
invalids  urge  them  to  this  course,  and  they  doubt  not  a 
hearty  and  concurrent  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors will  be  accorded  to  them,  and  the  liberal  appropriation 
asked  for  from  the  Legislature  for  the  purposes  suggested^, 
will  still  engage  the  assiduous  attention  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  and  no  exertions  be  spared  to  make  this  Hos- 
pital as  complete  in  all  its  arrangements,  for  the  benefit  of 
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the  sick,  as  any  ever  established,  and  thus  become,  as  it 
should  be,  the  pride  and  ornament  of  the  first  metropolis  of 
the  Union. 

As  upon  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  those  gentlemen  who 
compose  the  house  staff,  much  of  the  success  of  the  medical 
treatment  depends,  the  Medical  Board  consider  it  an  act  of 
justice  to  give  expression  to  the  highly-satisfactory  manner 
they  have  discharged  the  arduous  duties  incident  to  their 
station. 

Of  the  apothecary,  Mr.  Frey,  also,  the  favorable  opinions 
so  often  expressed  in  previous  Reports,  could  not  be  with- 


held.

The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  his  Annual  Report 
for  1853.

The  table  annexed  will  show  the  monthly  admissions, 
discharges,  and  deaths  of  patients,  during  the  year  just 
closed,  as  well  as  their  several  nativities. 

During  the  past  year  a  substantial  brick-wall  has  been 
built  along  26th  street,  from  the  end  of  the  stone- wall  to  the 
river,  and  a  handsome  iron  gate  placed  at  the  main  entrance 
on  26th  street. 
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A  new  gate  has  also  been  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the 
steamboat  landing,  with  a  brick  gate  house  and  office 
attached.  The  gate-house  is  also  used  as  a  place  to  weigh 
the  meat  for  all  the  Institutions  under  the  control  of  your 
Board.  Handsome  picket  fences  have  been  erected  on  each 
end  of  the  Hospital  building  in  front  of  the  male  and  female- 
wards,  which  contribute  at  once  to  the  safety  and  beauty  of 
the  place. 

Several  alterations  and  repairs  have  been  made  in  the 
interior  of  the  house.  Some  new  floors  laid,  new  carpeting' 
and  oil  cloths  have  been  furnished  in  lieu  of  the  old  and 
worn  out  ones  which  could  no  longer  be  used. 

During  the  last  year,  these  wards  known  as  the  cells,  and 
Used  for  the  detention  of  persons  afflicted  with  temporary 
insanity,  were  completely  remodelled  according  to  the  desire 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  Tlie  partitions  were  removed ; 
the  old  wooden  doors  were  removed,  and  iron  grated  doors 
substituted ;  iron  bars  were  placed  inside  the  windows,  and 
moveable  sashes  with  outside  shutters,  to  facilitate  the  venti-- 
lation,  and  a  large  stove  was  so  placed  in  the  hall  as  to  dispense 
sufficient  heat  to  each  of  the  apartments.  This  much-needed 
improvement  has  condxiced  to  the  health  of  the  unfortunate' 
patients  confined,  and  given  very  general  satisfaction. 

Tlie  necessity  for  enlarging  the  building  is  every  day 
becoming  more  apparent  and  of  more  pressing  necessity. 
The  decaying  state  of  the  roof  renders  the  garrets  a  most 
unfit  and  uncomfortable  abode  for  the  sick.  The  garret* 
cannot  be  sufficiently  heated  nor  ventilated,  and  in  rainy 
weather  they  become  almost  intolerable  from  the  necessity 
of  closing  the  sky-lights  to  exclude  the  rain,  and  in  exelu4- 
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mg  the  rain  the  air  is  also  excluded.  J udging  from  the  pre- 
sent influx,  it  may  be  safe  to  say,  that  before  the  close  of 
January  there  will  be  at  least  one  hundred  patients  housed 
in  the  garrets,  on  account  of  the  utter  impossibility  of  ac- 
commodating them  elsewhere. 

Permit  me  again  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  unsafe 
condition  of  this  place,  owing  to  the  ruinous  state  of  the 
fences  on  the  north  and  west  sides  of  the  ground  surround- 
ing the  Institution,  and  to  hope  you  will  give  it  your  ear- 
liest consideration.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
a  pier  or  bridge,  of  about  twenty  feet  wide  by  one  hundred 
and  fifty  long,  (or  reaching  to  the  line  of  Avenue  A,)  be 
built  into  the  river  from  the  foot  of  27th  street,  at  the  mid- 
dle of  the  ■  garden,  finishing  w^ith  a  T  on  the  outer  end, 
whereon  should  be  erected  a  frame  dead-house,  under  which 
the  dead-boat  could  be  drawn  and  receive  the  bodies  through 
a  trap  in  the  floor.  This  plan  would  remove  in  a  measure 
the  effluvia  which  is  so  often  complained  of,  as  all  matter 
exuding  from  the  decaying  bodies  would  immediately  drop 
into  the  water  and  disappear.  The  end  of  the  above-named 
pier  would  aftbrd  a  much  more  safe  and  commodious  land- 
ing for  the  steamboat  than  the  present  place,  as  it  would 
obviate  the  difficulty  of  turning  in  a  narrow  basin. 

I,  some  months  ago,  laid  before  your  Board,  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  lighting  this  Institution  with  gas,  and  showed 
that  the  cost  would  be  two  hundred  dollars  per  year  less 
than  the  present  mode  of  lighting  with  oil  and  candles. 
The  risk  of  fire  would  be  greatly  diminished  by  lighting 
with  gas  instead  of  oil,  while  cleanliness  and  comfort  would 
be  promoted. 
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Annexed  is  an  inventory  of  Goods  remaining  in  store, 
also  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Instruments  belonging  to  the 
Institution,  with  a  schedule  of  articles  manufactured  by  the 
female  patients  during  the  year. 

Attached  is  the  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Apothecary,  Mr. 
Frey,  with  an  account  of  articles  belonging  to  his  depart- 
ment. 

On  the  first  day  of  December  last,  Mr.  A.  C.  Pinkney 
entered  on  his  duties  as  Clerk  of  the  Institution,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  appointment  tendered  him  by  your  Board.  He, 
and  the  other  Ofiicers  of  the  Institution  are  faithful  and 
diligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and  I 
doubt  not  will  merit  the  confidence  reposed  in  them. 

Tlie  intercourse  between  the  Warden  and  the  members 
of  the  Medical  Board  and  House  Staff  has  been  of  the 
most  friendly  and  pleasing  description,  and  greatly  tends  to 
render  light  and  pleasant  our  respective  duties.

Messrs.  THE  GOYEENOKS  OF  THE  ALMS  HOUSE. 
Gentlemen, 

The  period  having  amved  at  which  I  am  directed  to  re- 
port to  your  Honorable  Body  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Prisons  of  this  city,  under  my  medical  supervision,  I  beg 
leave  to  lay  before  you  the  following  statistics.  • 

There  has  been  received  in  the  three  Institutions,  during 
the  past  year,  the  total  number  of  twenty-eight  thousand, 
five  hundred  and  thirty- one  persons,  (nineteen  thousand, 
one  hundred  and  sixty-five  males ;  nine  thousand,  three 
hundred  and  sixty-six  females.) 

The  increase  of  three  thousand,  one  hundred  and  sixty-six 
persons  over  the  total  of  last  year,  has  necessarily  incr,eased 
the  proportion  of  sick,  and  the  arduousness  of  my  duties. 
This  increase  appears,  I  regret  to  say,  gradually  progressive, 
and  the  fact  of  my  constant  residence  in  the  City  Prison  is 
now  so  well  known  to  the  Police  Magistrates,  that  a  very 
large  number  of  those  brought  before  them,  laboring  under 
disease  or  insanity,  are  sent  by  them  unhesitatingly  into 
my  charge  for  examination  and  disposal. 

There  has  been  committed  to  the  Prisons  during  the  past 
year,  five  hundred  and  thirty-five  persons,  insane  or  sup» 
posed  to  be  so.    I  have  also  visited  at  their  own  residences 
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in  the  city,  or  examined  of  tliose  bronglit  to  the  prison  by 
their  friends,  in  conjunction  with  my  associate,  two  hundred 
and  eleven  cases.  Of  these  some  are  sent  from  the  Office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor,  and  others  are 
persons  brought  in  by  their  friends,  as  to  a  depot  from 
whence  they  can  be  legally  and  properly  distributed.  Many 
also  belong  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  and  come 
from  their  office. 

It  will  thus  appear  to  your  Honorable  Body,  that  at  least, 
on  an  average,  two  insane  persons,  or  persons  siij)posed  to 
be  insane,  are  daily  examined  in  this  office,  and  disposed  of 
according  to  need,  requiring  a  process  of  investigation 
which  demands  both  time  and  attention. 

The  following  table  will  exhibit  the  manner  in  which  the 
cases  of  insanity  above  alluded  to  have  been  disposed  of.

During  the  year  four  births  Jiave  occurred  at  the  full 
time  of  utero  gestation,  and  also  several  premature 
deliveries. 

"With  one  exception,  those  who  died  were  all  persons 
brought  into  the  prison  in  a  moribund  condition,  which  pre- 
cluded their  removal  to  a  hospital,  and  who  died  after  lin- 
gering, for  the  most,  a  few  hours,  and  receiving  all  the  atten- 
tion it  was  in  my  power  to  bestow.  In  most  of  these  cases 
I  notified  the  Coroner  of  their  disease,  and  submitted  the 
causes  of  death  to  his  inquest. 

The  Prison,  during  the  past  year,  has,  I  am  truly  happy 
to  say,  enjoyed  uninterrupted  health.  No  epidemic  has 
existed  within  its  walls,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  rather 
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troublesome  diarrhea,  during  the  heat  of  summer,  which 
readily  yielded  to  the  treatment  employed,  no  serious  or 
fatal  case  has  occurred  among  the  more  permanent  in- 
mates of  the  prison ;  a  fact  which  speaks  volumes  in  favor 
of  the  healthiness  of  this  much  abused  locality. 

With  the  architectural  arrangements  of  the  prison,  I  am 
free  to  express  my  dissatisfaction ;  but  I  trust  that  ere  long, 
the  Institution  maybe  located,  not  in  some  delapidated  and 
antiquated  edifice,  patched  up  for  the  purpose,  but  ill  a 
model  building,  commensurate  with  the  growing  greatness 
of  the  Empire  City  and  the  wants  of  future  communities, 
the  admiration  and  example  of  the  world. 

Since  the  preparation  of  my  last  Eeport,  a  change  has 
occurred  in  the  Wardenship  of  the  prison.  Permit  me  to 
congratulate  your  Honorable  Body  on  the  wise  selection 
which  it  has  made  in  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  Gray,  to 
that  office.  Of  stern  integrity,  ample  experience,  vigilant 
and  energetic,  the  interests  of  the  Institution,  I  am  satisfied, 
cannot  be  in  better  hands.  I  have  found  Mr.  Gray  ready 
to  unite  most  cheerfully  with  me  in  carrying  out  sundry 
im]3rovements  in  the  sanatory  condition  of  the  Prisons, 
which  will  conduce  very  materially  to  their  outward  ap- 
pearance, their  internal  convenience,  and  the  comfort  and 
health  of  their  inmates.  Among  those  already  completed, 
I  may  enumerate  the  change  of  the  baths  from  the  main 
prison  to  the  building  in  the  yard  ;  the  erection  of  a  new, 
cleanly  and  commodious  water  closet,  with  an  entirely  new 
disposition  of  the  soil-pipes ;  the  ceiling  of  the  "  Shanty" 
in  the  yard,  its  fitting  up  with  wide  benches,  which  enable 
them  to  be  used  as  lounges  for  sleepers ;  and  an  excellent 
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stove :  all  contributing  materially  to  the  comfort  of  the  five 
days  men.  Also  the  removal  of  the  clumsy  old  fixtures  at 
the  windows  of  the  prison,  and  the  substitution  of  Yenetian 
blinds,  which  admit  of  the  free  admission  of  light  and  air 
to  the  building ;  the  replacement  of  the  leaden  water  pipes 
by  iron  ones,  which  prevents  their  perforation  by  mischiev- 
ous inmates,  and  the  consequent  deluging  and  dampness  of 
the  prison ;  the  provision  of  new  and  comfortable  apart- 
ments for  persons  confined  as  witnesses,  in  the  north  portion 
of  the  building, "by  which  they  are  separated  from  the  dele- 
terious associations  within  the  maiu  prison,  and  treated  with 
a  humanity  due  to  their  innocence  of  crime ;  of  similar 
isolated  apartments  for  the  reception  of  juvenile  delinquents, 
over  the  present  Sixth  "Ward  Station  House,  &c.  Upon 
these  most  important  and  necessary  alterations,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  reflect  without  the  utmost  satisfaction,  and  the  liber- 
ality of  your  Honorable  Body,  in  authorizing  the  expendi- 
ture necessary,  is  in  the  highest  degree  honorable  to  it  and 
deserves  the  gratitude  of  the  public.  The  increased  clean- 
liness and  discipline  of  the  Prison,  under  its  present  man- 
agement, is  so  marked,  that  it  camiot  fail,  I  think,  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  Committee  of  your  body,  who  are  en- 
trusted with  its  supervision. 

The  Second  and  Tliird  District  Prisons  have  been  found 
to  be,  tliis  year,  under  the  able  superintendence  of  the  pre- 
sent keepers,  in  as  satisfactory  and  healthy  a  condition  as 
can  be  expected  from  their  peculiar  locations. 

In  conclusion,  it  again  becomes  my  pleasing  duty  to  ac- 
knowledge, as  formerly,  the  continued  kindness  of  your 
Honorable  Body  towards  myself  personally,  the  promptness 
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witli  which  my  requisitions  have  been  granted,  and  the 
liberalitj  with  which  my  requests  have  been  executed.

To  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Alms  House 
Department. 

Gentlemen  : — 

By  a  resolution  of  your  Board,  adopted  the  15tli  J^ovem- 
ber,  I  was  elected  Warden  of  the  City  Prison,  that  office 
being  then  vacant  by  the  death  of  Mr.  William  Edmonds. 
The  duty  hence  devolves  on  me  c^f  submitting  to  the  Board 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Prisons  so  placed  under  my 
charge ;  and  in  so  doing,  I  cannot  but  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Board  for  the  ready  compliance  that  I  have  received  in 
furnishing  the  requisitions,  at  all  times,  which  has  enabled 
me  to  repair  and  make  various  alterations  and  improve- 
ments in  the  premises.  In  submitting  I  would  respectfully 
call  your  attention  to  what  has  been  done.  I  have  had  the 
Prison  painted  and  repaired  throughout ;  also  introduced 
iron  water-pipes  in  the  place  of  the  lead,  which  I  think  you 
will  find  a  great  improvement,  as  the  latter  was  continually 
being  cut  by  the  prisoners,  which  caused  them  to  leak,  and 
many  of  the  cells  were  in  a  wet,  unhealthy  condition.  I 
would  also  mention  that  I  have  separate  rooms  for  witnesses, 
where  they  are  confined,  by  themselves,  and  furnished  with 
extra  food  daily.  I  have  also  in  progress  separate  apart- 
ments for  juveniles,  which  will  be  finished  the  coming  week. 
I  think  I  have  also  bettered  the  condition  of  the  poor  unfor- 
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tunate  inebriate.  The  building  in  the  rear  of  the  Prison, 
occupied  by  them,  was  in  a  dilapidated  state.  I  have  had 
it  put  in  good  order,  with  a  bath-house  and  water-closet 
attached  to  it,  where  they  can  be  washed  and  cleansed  by 
a  person  I  shall  select  for  that  purpose  from  among  them- 
selves. A  large  number  of  those  miserable  men  are  brought 
here  in  a  most  filthy  state,  and  many  of  them  mixj  have 
their  lives  saved  by  receiving  the  benefit  of  a  bath  under 
the  supervision  of  Doctor  Covel.  I  would  also  return  my 
thanks  to  Governor  Henry  for  the  kind  attention  he  has 
paid  in  assisting  me  in  carrying  out  those  improvements. 
I  have  caused  some  alterations  in  the  discipline  of  the 
Prison.  One  I  will  mention :  Formerly  it  was  the  practice 
of  allowing  the  prisoners  out  on  the  corridors  during  the 
day — prisoners  and  visitors  all  mixed  in  one  great  con- 
fusion. They  are  now  allowed  out  in  the  morning  until  ten 
o'clock,  and  then  again  from  three  o'clock  imtil  five. 
Visitors  are  allowed  to  see  their  friends  from  ten  to  three 
o'clock.  'No  person  is  allowed  to  enter  the  cell  under  any 
consideration.  I  have  found  the  change  a  good  one  in 
many  respects.  We  do  not  have  half  the  number  of  visitors. 
There  were  many  idle  persons  in  the  habit  of  calling  to 
spend  the  day ;  among  those,  females  of  doubtful  character. 
They  now  find  it  rather  tedious  to  stand  outside  the  cell,  so 
they  have,  with  a  few  exceptions,  deserted  us. 

I  feel  in  duty  bound  to  tender  ray  thanks  to  those  gentle- 
men that  are  associated  with  me,  in  assisting,  and  aiding  me 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duty.

REPORT. 


TO  THE  GOYERlSrORS  OF  THE  ALMS  HOUSE, 
Of  the  City  of  Neio-Torlc. 

Gentlemen, 

It  again  becomes  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  the  Amiual 
Report  of  the  Colored  Home.  •  Tlie  statistics  will  show  that 
although  in  the  number  of  admissions  there  has  been  but 
little  change  since  the  last  Eeport,  yet  the  average  number 
of  aged  inmates  remaining  within  the  Institution  has  been 
somewhat  greater  than  that  of  any  preceding  year ;  indeed 
there  has  been  no  time  during  the  past  year  that  our  de- 
partment for  the  aged  and  infirm  has  not  been  crowded ; 
so  much  so,  that  should  there  be  in  this  department  of  our 
charity,  a  similar  increase  in  the  year  approaching,  it  will 
become  a  matter  of  serious  consideration  with  our  Board  of 
Managers,  whether  an  additional  accommodation  for  them 
will  not  be  absolutely  necessary.  To  the  condition  of  this 
class  of  our  pensioners,  especial  attention  has  been  given 
to  make  their  declining  years  comfortable  and  happy ;  and 
how  well  they  have  performed  that  duty  of  kindness  and 
mercy  to  those  aged  children  of  Africa,  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  your  body  have  had  an  opportunity  of  forming  an 
opinion  from  actual  observation. 

Our  Hospital  has  been  generally  filled  with  chronic  cases, 
many  of  them  of  a  very  lingering  character;  a  larger  num- 
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ber  than  usual  of  scrofula,  and  several  very  distressing  cases 
of  cancer,  calling  forth  all  the  sympathy  and  kindness  our 
Hospital  Committee  could  offer  them,  and  their  attention  to 
their  every  want  has  been  unremitting. 

Otlr  Medical  Council  continue  to  afford  their  valuable  aid 
in  cases  where  consultation  may  be  considered  necessary. 
One  of  that  number,  Dr.  Geo.  Wilkes,  a  long  tried  and 
faithful  friend  to  the  Institution,  having  resigned  in  conse- 
quence of  his  intended  departure  for  Europe,  the  Board  of 
Managers  have  elected  Dr.  J.  S.  Thebaud  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
a  gentleman  of  high  surgical  attainments,  and  greatly 
esteemed  in  the  medical  profession. 

I  am  assisted  in  the  duties  of  the  Hospital  by  Dr.  L.  S» 
Paddoc,  House  Physician ;  and  the  neatness  and  good  order 
of  that  department  speaks  well  for  his  capability  and  close 
attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Although  spared  during  the  past  year  from  any  epidemic 
or  contagious  diseases,  yet  our  nuniber  of  deaths  may  appear 
large,  over  one^half  have  been  fi*om  Consumption  or  one  of 
the  many  forms  of  Scrofula — and  nearly  that  number  hate 
died  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  their  admission, 
such  progress  has  the  disease  generally  made  before  they 
are  brought  into  the  Institution. 

The  Nursery  is  now  claiming  much  of  the  attention  of 
our  Managers,  the  admissions  in  that  department  during  .the 
past  year  have  been  unusually  large,  most  of  those  sent  from 
your  office,  have  come  to  us  in  a  vei-y  wretched  and  degraded 
state,  many  of  them  having  been  abandoned  by  their 
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parents,  or  taken  from  them  because  of  Intemperance  or 
other  vices — these  have  been  placed  in  a  large  and  well 
ventilated  room,  with  a  careful  and  kind  nurse,  they  are 
supplied  with  a  generous  diet,  and  during  the  summer  sea- 
son, have  an  abundance  of  pure  milk.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  invigorate  the  constitution,  and  when  of  suitable  age  and 
in  health,  have  been  placed  at  the  School  connected  with 
the  Institution,  until  good  places,  mostly  in  the  country, 
can  be  procured  for  them. 

The  general  deportment  of  our  inmates  is  greatly  im- 
proved, every  year  showing  more  clearly  the  beneficial 
influence  of  the  moral  and  religious  teachings  of  the 
"Home." 

It  would  be  gratifying  to  the  Managers  to  receive  at  the 
Home"  any  of  the  members  of  your  body,  at  such  time 

as  may  suit  your  convenience  ;  the  Institution  being  at  all 

times  open  to  your  inspection.

REPORT, 

In  reviewing  the  past  year,  the  Managers  of  the  Colored 
Orphan  Asyhim  are  especially  impressed  with  the  consider- 
ation of  the  quiet  blessings  by  which  they  have  been  sur- 
rounded, as  well  as  of  the  progressive  tendency  and  elevating 
effects  of  the  Institution.  And  as  Almoners  of  the  bounty 
of  a  gracious  Providence,  they  feel  renewdly  called  upon  to 
commemorate  the  mercies  of  Him,  who,  in  infinite  love,  has 
perfected  praise  out  of  the  mouths  of  some  of  these  little 
ones. 

For  that  peace  and  comfort  w^hich  has  characterized  the 
household,  the  Managers  feel  renewedly  indebted  to  the 
little  band  of  Officers,  who  are  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
establishment.  Tliese  have,  from  year  to  year,  cheerfully 
and  faithfully  discharged  their  various  duties;  and  with 
discretion,  and  singleness  of  purpose,  have  promoted  both 
the  temporal  and  spiritual  interest  of  the  inmates,  as  well  as 
the  prosperity  of  the  Institution ;  and  they  are  still  to  be 
found  conscientiously  engaged  in  their  respective  avocations. 

The  Managers  have  much  regretted  the  necessity  of 
parting  with  some  of  their  most  efficient  Teachers  ;  but  are 
happy  to  state  that  their  places  are  well  supplied,  and  that 
the  improvement  of  the  children,  in  the  several  departments 
of  education,  as  well  as  the  spirit  and  ambition  with  which 
they  pursue  their  studies,  is  cheering  and  encouraging  to 
their  Instructors.

Number  of  children  under  eight  years  old. 
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Some  of  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  this  year,  clearly 
set  forth  the  condescension  of  "  Him,  who  gathereth  the 
lambs  into  his  fold."  And  the  concern  of  the  nurse  for  the 
spiritual,  as  well  as  the  temporal  interests  of  the  children 
placed  under  her  immediate  charge,  is  deemed  by  the 
Managers  of  incalculable  importance. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  has  been  good.  No 
epidemic,  with  the  exception  of  the  mumps,  has  prevailed. 
A  child,  who  had  been  previously  vaccinated,  was  seized 
with  varioloid ;  the  disease  yielded  to  the  remedies  admin- 
istered, the  child  speedily  recovered,  and  the  utmost  care 
was  promptly  taken  to  prevent  contagion.  'No  other  case 
occurred. 

The  accounts  received  this  year  from  the  children  inden- 
tured have  been  particularly  gratifying.  Most  of  them  are 
highly  interested  in  their  pursuits,  and  the  boys  are  pre- 
paring to  become  practical  farmers.  Opportunities  have  of 
late  presented  of  placing  some  of  the  children  at  trades, 
which  have  been  hailed  by  the  Managers  as  an  omen  of 
promise,  indicative  of  progress,  for  many  of  them  have 
decided  inclinations  for  mechanical  pursuits;  but  prejudice 
has  hitherto  erected  an  almost  impassable  barrier.  This  it 
is  to  be  hoped  will  gradually  subside  as  their  minds  become 
enlightened  and  improved,  and  their  characters  elevated, 
by  an  ennobling  integrity. 
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The  Managers  feel  fully  assured,  that  the  friends  of  the 
Institution  will  not  withhold  their  congratulations  on  the 
substitution  of  their  neat  and  appropriate  iron  rail  as  a 
front  inclosure,  for  the  long  dilapidated  wooden  fence, 
which  ultimately  refused  protection.  This  has  been  effected 
by  means  of  the  Legislative  grant  in  1851,  which  was 
expressly  given  for  improvements  on  the  house  and  pre- 
mises. The  unsettled  grade  of  the  5th  Avenue  has  caused 
a  long  delay ;  but  it  is  now  supposed  to  be  finally  decided. 
The  grant  alluded  to  is  wholly  exhausted. 

The  immediate  effects  of  this  Asylum,  in  protecting,  fos- 
tering, and  educating  its  inmates,  are  increasingly  appreci- 
ated by  the  colored  community ;  and  its  extended  operations 
and  wide-spreading  influences  have  far  exceeded  the  expec- 
tations of  its  founders.  Still  the  Managers  feel  required  to 
make  further  provision  for  the  admission  of  children,  which 
they  propose  doing  by  converting  the  large  garret  over  the 
main  building  into  dormitories,  and  enlarging  the  dining 
room  by  inclosing  the  piazza  in  the  rear,  and  making  them 
communicate.  This  will  afford  accommodations  for  some 
fifty  or  sixty  more  children. 

These  improvements,  and  the  requisite  furniture,  are 
estimated  at  $1000,  which  the  Managers  are  aware  is  a 
large  amount  to  be  raised,  in  addition  to  their  present  lia- 
bilities ;  but,  relying  on  Him  who  has  said,  "  Leave  thy 
fatherless  children  ;  I  will  preserve  them  alive  ;  and  let  thy 
widows  trust  in  Me,"  and  on  the  liberality  which  has  thus 
far  sustained  them,  even  in  seasons  of  exigency  and  embar- 
rassment, they  would  ask  assistance  with  earnestness  and 
hope.   The  class  they  are  endeavoring  to  foster,  was  long 
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neglected  and  almost  forgotten,  even  by  the  Christian  and 
the  philanthropist,  still  they  are  a  portion  of  the  great 
Creator's  work,  who,  by  his  own  omniscience,  and  in  the 
exalted  language  of  Inspiration,  has  declared,  that  he  has 
"  made  of  one  blood  all  the  families  of  the  earth."  And 
may  not  those  who,  by  nature,  cultivation,  and  worldly 
prosperity,  are  enjoying  these  gifts  at  the  hand  of  a  bounti- 
ful Providence,  be  reminded  of  their  own  dependence  and 
obligations  by  the  query,  "  What  hast  thou  that  thou  hast 
not  received  ?"

Total  number  of  children  in  the  Asylum  during  the  year, 
259.  Proportion  sick,  1  in  4 ;  proportion  of  deaths,  5.02  in 
100 ;  which  is  a  diminution  of  25  per  cent,  in  sickness,  and 
of  77  per  cent,  in  mortality,  compared  with  last  Report. 

The  proportion  of  sickness  and  mortality  from  scrofula 
and  tuberculosis  continues  large.  Of  forty"  deaths  during 
the  past  three  years,  thirty-three  have  been  caused  by  these 
diseases;  leaving  but  one  death  in  a  hundred  for  three 
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years,  or  one-third  of  a  death  in  a  hundred  per  year  from 
all  other  causes. 

Whence  this  disproportionate  preponderance  of  these  dis- 
eases ?    Dr.  Glover  states  that  the  causes  of  scrofula  are, 

1st,  Bad  air  and  defective  ventilation ;  2d,  Confinement 
and  want  of  exercise ;  3d,  Imperfect  nutriment  and  expo- 
sure to  damp  and  wet." 

Seven-tenths  of  the  children,  in  the  Asylum  had  been  ex- 
posed to  these  causes  until  their  admission  thereto ;  and  it 
is  therefore  remarkable  that  the  proportion  of  deaths  from 
these  causes  is  so  small. 

Tlie  children  in  the  nursery  at  EandalPs  Island,  who 
came  under  the  care  of  the  Physician  to  that  Institution,  in 
the  year  1852,  were  1208  in  number.  Of  these  there  were 
141  cases  of  scrofula  and  tuberculosis.  Whole  number  of 
deaths,  163,  of  which  77  were  from  the  last  named  diseases. 
These  children  have,  to  a  considerable  extent,  been  exposed 
to  causes  of  disease  of  the  same  kind  as  the  inmates  of  the 
Colored  Orphan  Asylum. 

The  question  now  arises,  can  anything  be  done  to  dimin- 
ish the  frequency  of  scrofula  and  tuberculosis  in  the  Colored 
Orphan  Asylum ;  can  any  system  of  medicine  avert  the 
exposure  to  damp  and  wet,  and  bad  air,  to  which  colored 
orphans  or  half  orphans  are  exposed  during  the  first  two 
years  of  their  life,  when  thej/  have  no  asylum  which  they 
may  enter^  and  when  they  are  boarded  about  the  city  in 
apartments  dark  and  damp,  receiving  the  poorest  kind  of 
nutriment  in  small  quantities  ?    Certainly  not.

It  becomes,  therefore,  matter  of  consideration,  earnest  in 
proportion  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  whether  the 
best  means  to  arrest  scrofula  in  these  children  will  not  be, 
to  provide  for  them,  before  that  age  when  the  seeds  of  the 
disease  have  been  sown  and  developed  beyond  the  reach  of 
remedy,  an  asylum  in  which  the  causes  of  this  malady  may 
be  avoided. 

The  Colored  Home  is  considered  a  home  for  colored  aged^ 
and  A'ery  few  young  children  find  their  way  thereto. 

In  our  own  Institution  the  only  preventive  measure  I  am 
able  to  recommend  is  about  to  be  adopted  by  the  Managers^ 
in  converting  the  large  and  airy  attic  of  the  main  building 
into  a  sleeping  apartment* 

During  the  present  year  I  have  been  under  obligations 
to  my  friends,  Dr.  J.  P.  Barnett,  for  assistance  in  the  me^ 
dical,  and  Drs.  A.  E.  Hosack  and  Sands  in  the  surgical 
treatment  of  the  children. 

Mr.  Davis,  the  Superintendent,  lias  also  cheerfully  spared 
from  his  many  duties,  his  valuable  assistance  in  adminis- 
tering promptly  the  proper  remedies  in  cases  of  sudden 
illness.

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Seventh  Annual  Keport  it  is  truly  gra- 
tifying  to  be  able  to  exhibit  statistics  which  show  a  larger 
proportion  of  recoveries  tlian  in  any  previous  year,  as  well 
as  a  general  imjDrovement  in  the  sanitory  regulations  of  the 
Institution. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  has  been  487,  making 
the  whole  number  for  the  year  1,014.  Of  the  admissions, 
94  were  natives,  and  39'3  were  foreigners. 

In  the  following  table  the  admissions  for  the  last  seven 
years  are  given.

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I  am  unable  to  give  a  satisfactory  reason  why  the  propor- 
tion of  native  citizens  is  so  small.  Yery  few  of  the  indi- 
gent insane  of  this  city  are  sent  to  the  State  Asylum  at 
Utica,  and  none  to  Flushing,  Hudson,  or  the  Bloomingdale 
Asylum.  Either  the  ratio  of  insane  is  very  much  less 
among  the  natives,  or  they  are  kept  at  their  homes.  Pro- 
bably the  first  supposition  is  true,  and  this  may  arise  in 
part  from  peculiar  causes  incident  to  emigration,  and  in 
part  from  the  shipment  of  the  insane  from  Europe  during 
a  lucid  interval. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  prevailing  general 
cause  of  insanity,  nor  has  any  special  excitement  existed 
which  seemed  to  produce  a  peculiar  form  of  delusion. 

One  patient  has  been  admitted  who  believes  herself  a 
medium  of  communication  with  the  "  Spirit  World,"  but 
there  is  no  apparent  connexion  of  the  spirit-rapping  excite- 
ment with  the  production  of  her  derangement,  as  she  had 
not  given  any  particular  attention  to  that  subject  until  after 
its  occurrence.  She  professes  to  be  governed  wholly  by  the 
directions  of  St.  Paul,  and  when  spoken  to  will  rap  out  the 
answer  with  much  care.  Fortunately,  the  spirit  of  the 
saint  has  ordered  her  to  follow  the  advice  of  the  Physicians, 
thus  securing  entire  submission  to  the  regimen  and  medical 
treatment  prescribed. 

There  have  been  discharged  357,  of  whom  271  had  re- 
covered. This  number  of  recoveries  includes  16  improper 
subjects,  (viz :  14  of  delirium  tremens,  2  of  febrile  delirium) 
and  7  patients  who  had  been  twice  discharged  "  recovered," 
having  within  the  year  been  re-admitted.    Deducting  these 
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cases,  the  ratio  of  recoveries  on  admissions  is  a  little  more 
than  50  per  cent.  The  proportion  must  depend  much  upon 
the  length  of  time  the  disease  has  existed  previous  to  ad- 
mission. Usually  the  indigent  are  placed  in  an  asylum 
earlier  than  the  wealthy.  For  this,  as  well  as  other  reasons, 
the  per  centage  of  recoveries  in  a  hospital  of  this  character 
should  be  larger  than  in  institutions  devoted  to  the  use  of 
the  higher  classes,  provided  the  means  for  effective  treat- 
ment be  furnished. 

Even  if  the  prospect  of  recovery  seem  small,  hope,  and 
perseverance  must  never  cease.  In  the  list  of  recoveries 
are  several  who  had  been  for  a  long  time  demented.  iN'ear- 
ly  all  of  those  discharged  had  been  employed  at  some  kind 
of  labor.  As  an  inducement  to  make  the  effort,  they  were 
frankly  told  that  proper  conduct  and  employment  were 
considered  the  best  tests  of  recovery. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  have  died,  making  on  the  whole 
number  (1,014)  in  the  Institution,  for  the  year,  a  little  more 
than  11  in  a  hundred. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  15  less  than  last  year. 

Many  asylums  receive  none  but  hopeful  cases,  but  no 
discrimination  is  made  as  to  the  phase  or  degree  of  affection 
of  those  received  here,  consequently  our  proportion  of  mor- 
tality must  ever  be  larger  than  that  of  institutions  which 
reject  the  incurable.  One  suicidal  and  one  accidental  death 
occurred.  The  suicide  was  a  patient  who  had  delirium  tre- 
mens, and  had  not  previously  exhibited  a  propensity  of  this 
kind.    The  accidental  death  was  from  drowning. 


Bj  referring  to  the  table  of  causes  of  deaths,  it  will  be 
eeen  that  consumption  is  the  most  common.  The  promi- 
nent symptoms  of  this  disease  are  usually  absent  where 
insanity  exists,  and  one  must  depend  almost  entirely  on 
physical  signs.  The  patient  will  frequently  walk  until  near 
the  day  of  his  death,  and  if  there  be  any  cough,  it  is  often 
so  slight  as  to  escape  observation.  Thirteen  have  died  from 
paralysie  generale,  an  affection  which  seems  to  be  rapidly 
increasing.  Its  nature  is  not  well  understood,  but  its  ter- 
mination is  invariably  fatal.  It  is  characterized  in  its  early 
stage  by  slight  paralysis,  most  frequently  of  the  vocal  mus- 
cles, and  in  most  cases  by  a  very  great  exaltation  of  ima- 
gination. The  patient  believes  that  he  possesses  very  great 
power,  wealth,  or  strength,  and  in  short  claims  all  the  attri- 
butes essential  to  perfection.  His  ships  cover  the  sea,  his 
palace  is  built  of  precious  stones,  his  diamonds  are  far 
superior  to  those  of  Golconda,  and  his  word  the  fiat  to  raise 
innumerable  "Genii  to  do  his  bidding."  Their  promptness 
in  giving  description,  and  the  exhibition  of  consistency  in 
the  truly  absurd,  is  surprising. 

Of  a  patient  admitted  several  months  since,  I  made  an 
inquiry  as  to  his  previous  history.  He  immediately  replied, 
"  I  am  the  son  of  Guy,  Earl  of  Warwick,  the  king  maker, 
who  was  40  feet  high.  I  graduated  at  Yale,  with  the  high- 
est honors.  I  then  read  law  seven  years,  with  Chancellor 
Kent;  medicine  seven  years  with  Doctor  F.,  and  theology 
seven  years  with  Eev.  Dr.  H.  of  this  city.  I  mastered  the 
whole  field  of  science,  and  was  then  elected  to  Congress, 
and  on  account  of  my  excelling  Daniel  Webster  and  Henry 
Clay  in  eloquence  and  statesmanship,  I  was  unanimously 
elected  President  of  the  United  States." 
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Another  had  a  golden  bee,  that  not  only  communicated 
to  him  the  secrets  of  spirit-land,  but,  unfortunately  for  his 
peace  of  mind,  was  often  flying  to  his  ear  to  warn  him  of 
the  infidelity  of  his  nearest  friend. 

The  same  story  is  seldom  repeated,  and  rarely  is  any 
hesitancy  exhibited  for  words  expressive  of  the  most  vivid 
ideas.  The  story  of  Alladdin  seems  quite  probable  when 
compared  with  the  wonderful  tales  of  some  thus  affected, 
although  the  patient  be  wholly  illiterate.  This  disease  has 
occurred  principally  among  those  who  had  indulged  in  high 
living,  and  more  frequently  among  males  than  females. 

The  maniacs,  from  year  to  year,  have  become  more  mild 
and  manageable.  Freedom  from  restraint,  as  far  as  is  com- 
patible with  the  safety  of  the  patient,  aids  essentially  in 
producing  these  conditions.  A  love  of  liberty  is  inherent 
in  the  human  mind,  and  close  confinement  is  one  of  the 
surest  means  of  making  a  sane  man  a  maniac,  or  changing 
the  milder  fonns  of  insanity  into  fury.  The  mind  of  the 
insane  is  very  sensible  to  impressions,  and  continued  irrita- 
tion arouses  all  the  passions,  and  renders  the  person  en- 
tirely reckless  in  his  acts.  The  confinement  of  an  excited 
patient  for  a  few  hours  in  a  room  doubtless  may  allay  ex- 
citement, but  in  a  short  time  re-action  occurs,  and  the  seclu- 
sion, if  continued,  becomes  a  great  source  of  irritation.  A 
knowledge  of  this  fact  has  contributed  much  to  improve- 
ment in  the  building  and  management  of  asylums,  and 
renders  the  patients  comparatively  tranquil. 

There  are  two  extreme  classes  of  the  insane — the  furious 
and  the  demented.  Although  so  much  has  been  done  within 
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the  past  few  years  for  improving  their  condition,  the  effort 
has  been  principally  directed  to  the  first-named  class.  As 
the  latter  constitute  a  large  proportion  of  the  inmates  of  this 
Asykim,  and  as  the  tendency  of  Dementia,  without  treat- 
ment, is  downw^ard,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention,  to 
their  condition  more  in  detail.  The  true  principles  of  treat- 
ment may  be  well  known,  but  it  appears  to  me  that  they 
have  not  been  generally  applied.  The  demented  seem  an 
uninteresting  class,  in  which  there  is  less  prospect  of  re- 
covery than  in  some  of  the  other  forms  of  insanity,  and  in 
many  instances  they  are  allowed  to  sink  lower  and  lower  in 
the  scale  of  humanity,  until  the  lowest  instincts  are  appa- 
rently destroyed,  and  they  are  reduced  to  that  state 

"  To  which  life  nothing  brighter  nor  darker  can  bring  ; 
For  which  joy  hath  no  balm,  and  affliction  no  sting." 

The  opportunity  for  studying  the  character  and  treatment 
of  this  form  of  disease  has  been  excellent,  as  the  demented 
of  our  own  Institution  are  not  only  retained,  but  we  are 
favored  by  an  influx  from  neighboring  Asylums.  Cer- 
tainly there  can  be  no  more  pitiable  sight  than  those  who 
exhibit  so  slight  a  manifestation  of  consciousness  and  such 
entire  dependence  ;  and  the  fact  that  they  are  susceptible  of 
improvement,  perhaps  to  complete  recovery,  should  induce 
every  possible  exertion,  and  the  supply  of  every  aid  for  its 
accomplishment.  To  benefit  them  is  a  grand  desideratum, 
as  their  low  condition  is  almost  as  great  an  opprobium  as 
was  formerly  the  confinement  of  maniacs  with  chains.  For 
their  improvement  a  few  things  are  essential — namely, 
cleanliness,  exercise,  and  frequent  attempts  to  induce  the 
patient  to  converse.    The  necessity  of  the  first  is  obvious. 


Exercise  improves  the  physical  health,  while  conversation, 
from  its  power  of  exciting  thought,  aids  to  arouse  the  dor- 
mant faculties.  If  there  were  an  important  organic  lesion 
of  the  brain,  no  great  improvement  could  be  expected ;  but, 
from  my  examinations  of  this  organ,  in  a  great  number  of 
cases,  the  proportion  in  which  important  lesions  were  found 
has  not  been  large.  This  enfeeblement  of  the  mind  depends 
in  many  cases  upon  the  loss  of  tone  from  inaction.  If  an 
arm  be  confined  with  a  bandage  for  a  few  weeks,  loss  of 
motive  power  is  the  i-esult ;  and  it  is  only  by  frequent  and 
long-continued  excitement  from  friction,  and  constant  at- 
tempts to  move  the  limb,  that  the  power  of  motion  is  again 
restored.  Precisely  so  w^itli  the  brain.  After  some  acute 
disease  has  existed,  as  mania,  this  organ  becomes  exhausted, 
i.  e.^  loses  its  tone,  and  can  only  be  restored  by  nourishment 
and  the  proper  mental  stimulus.  A  nutritious  diet  is 
necessary  for  the  improvement  of  the  physical  system 
generally,  and  also  for  the  supply  of  blood  to  the  brain, 
rich  with  the  elements  of  its  component  parts.  Although 
there  be  apparently  no  immediate  impression  from  talking 
to  the  patient,  yet  sensible  effects,  after  a  long  time,  may 
be  manifested,  and  untiring  perseverance  be  crowned  with 
complete  success.  As  incoherence  of  ideas  exists,  much  is 
gained  by  exciting  an  interest,  so  as  to  fix  the  mind  on 
one  subject  for  a  few  moments.  From  these  considerations 
it  is  evident  that  demented  patients  require  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  attendants,  and  the  Assistant  Physicians  must  be 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  moral  treatment,  so  as  pro- 
perly to  instruct  and  supervise  them.  As  soon  as  possible 
the  demented  j^atient  should  have  some  employment,  and 
by  constant  training,  I  believe  that  very  many  w^ho,  if  left 
to  themselves,  fall  into  the  most  miserable  condition,  would 
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become  valuable  aids  in  the  Asylum,  even  if  perfect  re- 
covery did  not  follow.  Pictures,  engravings,  shells,  mine- 
rals, &C.5 — anything,  in  fact,  to  produce  an  impression — are 
more  valuable  to  such  patients  than  books  or  newspapera, 
which  require  more  continued  thought  than  they  are  able 
to  exercise.  The  above  remark  does  not  apply  to  cases  of 
partial  mania,  or  to  those  who  are  convalescing  from  mania, 
with  whom  reading  matter  is  one  of  the  essentials  for 
recovery.  If  idiots  are  capable  of  improvement,  which  is 
undoubtedly  true,  how  much  more  liopeful  are  those  whose 
minds  have  been  developed,  but  whose  energies  are  now 
dormant  from  the  lack  of  the  proper  tone  and  stimulus  for 
producing  mental  action. 

Among  the  improvements  during  the  year  are  four  im- 
portant items : 

1st.  The  employment  of  prisoners  has  been  discontinued 
in  the  male  department  of  the  Lodge,  and  two  competent 
Attendants  employed. 

2nd.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  hose  have  been  added 
to  the  quantity  on  hand,  and  buildings  for  its  protection 
erected  around  the  hydrants. 

3rd.  The  furnaces  of  the  south  wing  of  the  main  building 
have  been  newly  set  in  brick,  and  so  adjusted  that  they 
distribute  heat  equally  to  all  the  halls  of  the  wing,  and  are 
much  more  safe  than  formerly. 

4th.  A  carpenter  has  been  employed  the  whole  year,  to 
attend  immediately  to  necessary  repairs  of  the  buildings. 


There  is  yet  wanted  a  Wash  House  to  add  to  the  conve^ 
nience  of  the  establishment,  and  to  enhance  the  security 
against  fire.  The  apartments  used  for  this  purpose  are 
decidedly  defective.  The  drying  room  is  in  the  main  build- 
ing, and  from  its  situation,  as  well  as  from  the  character  of 
those  employed,  is  not  only  very  unpleasant,  but  so  unsafe 
as  to  call  for  your  imniediate  action. 

An  apparatus  for  heating  water  is  urgently  required  in 
the  south  wing,  and  also  in  the  Lodge  building.  At  pre- 
sent all  the  hot  water  used  for  bathing  and  other  purposes 
in  the  apartments  of  these  buildings,  is  carried  in  pails  froni 
the  kitchen  of  the  west  wing. 

The  method  in  which  patients  are  transported  from  the 
City  Prison  is,  in  many  cases,  extremely  undesirable,  when 
we  consider  that  the  insane  are  not  criminals,  and  that  they 
should  be  protected  in  every  practicable  way  from  criminal 
associations. 

The  present  number  of  inmates  requires  either  an  addi- 
tional wing  to  the  main  building,  or  the  construction  of 
another  Asylum. 

It  becomes  my  duty  also  to  recall  to  your  consideration  a 
necessity  which  I  mentioned  in  my  Eeport  of  1852,  viz.  of 
a  salary  for  one  Assistant  Physician. 

The  great  object  of  the  young  gentlemen,  employed  iii 
the  Hospitals  under  your  charge,  in  demoting  their  time 
and  attention  to  the  patients,  is  simply  to  gain  knowledge^ 
which  shall  afterwards  be  useful  to  them  in  private  prac- 
ticei    Kow,  the  knowledge  gained  from  the  treatment  of

the  diseases  of  tlie  mind  is  not  of  essential  service  in  pri- 
vate practice,  as  it  is  well  known  that  patients  thus  affected 
are  generally  placed  in  an  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

Two  very  serious  objections  exist  to  the  present  system : 

1st.  The  Assistant  makes  the  study  of  insanity  a  second- 
ary affair,  and  enters  the  Hospital  only  for  learning  the 
nature  of  the  physical  diseases  incident  to  the  inmates. 

2nd.  The  time  spent  in  the  Asylum  is  hardly  sufficient 
to  acquire  the  tact  and  knowledge  for  moral  treatment. 
As  a  consequence,  very  soon  after  the  Assistant  becomes 
useful,  and  has  gained  the  confidence  of  the  patients, 
another  is  to  be  initiated  in  his  place,  who,  in  turn,  leaves 
soon  after  acquiring  the  requisite  skill. 

The  only  proper  remedy  for  these  objections  is  to  allow  a 
salary  sufficient  to  secure  the  services  of  an  Assistant 
several  years ;  and  this  course  is  adopted  in  almost  all  of 
the  Asylums  in  the  United  States. 

The  expense  of  the  Asylum  has  been  $53,882  05,  and  the 
amount  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration, 
pay  patients,  &c.,  $18,602  80,  leaving  $35,279  25  as  the 
nett  expense  of  the  City. 

The  number  of  the  indigent  insane  of  this  City  is  greater 
than  in  all  the  remaining  counties  of  the  State.  To  sup- 
port this  class,  a  high  tax  is  requisite.  Many  are  non- 
residents, and  there  seems  to  be  no  satisfactory  reason  why 
they  should  be  supported  by  the  City  alone,  as  they  pro- 
perly belong  to  the  State.    Tliis  injustice  would  be  reme- 
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died,  if  Congress,  in  accordance  with  the  memorial  of 
Miss  Dix,  appropriated  ten  million  acres  of  the  public 
lands  for  the  support  of  the  insane,  the  interest  of  the  avails 
to  be  divided  among  the  States  in  proportion  to  their  num- 
ber of  deranged  persons. 

In  carrying  out  your  wishes,  I  am  indebted  to  the 
Officers  generally  for  a  hearty  co-operation. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  I  was  assisted  by  Drs. 
Judkins  and  Griffin,  and  for  several  months  past  by  Drs. 
L.  P.  Sawyer  and  R.  G.  Perkins.  These  gentlemen  have 
been  assiduous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  are 
worthy  of  honorable  commendation. 

The  Rev.  Zetus  Searle,  the  Rev.  Father  Robert  Kleinei- 
dam,  and  the  Rev.  G.  L.  ^Teide,  have  been  diligent  in 
their  visits  to  the  inmates,  and  judicious  in  presenting  to 
them  the  instructions  and  comforts  of  religion. 

A  desideratum  has  been  attained  through  the  kind  inter- 
est of  Miss  Ellet,  and  Messrs.  Evans  and  Brittain.  Through 
their  generosity  and  influence,  the  patients  have  been  sup- 
plied with  nearly  one  hundred  newspapers  per  week  for 
the  last  several  months.  James  Redpath,  Esq.,  a  member 
of  the  Press,  has  recently  offered  to  increase  the  number  to 
any  amount  desirable,  and  I  trust  this  good  example  will 
be  emulated  by  others  who  have  the  means  of  enlarg- 
ing our  Library  with  interesting  works,  and  supplying 
materials  for  a  Museum. 

I  have  been  greatly  aided  and  encouraged  in  the  per- 
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formance  of  ray  duties  during  the  year,  by  the  Board  of 
Yisiting  Physicians,  Drs.  Ogden,  "Williams^  and  Earle. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  offer  my  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments to  your  Honorable  Board,  and  in  particular  to  our 
Committee,  Governors  Herrick  and  McLoughlin,  for  the 
generous  and  prompt  attentions  given  to  the  wants  of  this 
department.

PROPOSITIONS. 


At  a  late  Convention  of  "Medical  Superintendents  of 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane,"  the  following  series  of  proposi- 
tions as  to  the  construction  and  general  regulation  of 
Asylums,  were  adopted  as  the  Report  of  the  Committee  to 
whom  the  matter  was  referred.  The  request  was  made  that 
each  Superintendent  would  append  them  to  the  next  Re- 
port of  the  Institution  which  he  held  in  charge.  In  com- 
pliance with  this  request,  they  are  found  below. 

On  the  Construction  of  Hospitals  for  the  Insane : 

I.  Every  Hospital  for  the  Insane  should  be  in  the  coun- 
try, not  within  less  than  two  miles  of  a  large  town,  and 
easily  accessible  at  all  seasons. 

II.  No  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  however  limited  its 
capacity,  should  have  less  than  fifty  acres  of  land,  devoted 
to  gardens  and  pleasure  grounds  for  its  patients.  At  least 
one  hundred  acres  should  be  possessed  by  every  State 
Hospital,  or  other  Institution,  for  two  hundred  patients,  to 
which  number  these  propositions  apply,  unless  otherwise 
mentioned. 

in.  Means  should  be  provided  to  raise  ten  thousand 
gallons  of  water,  daily,  to  reservoirs  that  will  supply  the 
highest  parts  of  the  building. 
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ly.  No  Hospital  for  tlie  insane  should  be  built  without 
the  plan  having  been  first  submitted  to  some  physician  or 
physicians  who  have  had  charge  of  a  similar  establishment, 
or  are  practically  acquainted  with  all  the  details  of  their 
arrangements,  and  received  his  or  their  full  approbation. 

Y.  The  highest  number  that  can,  with  propriety,  be 
treated  in  one  building,  is  two  hundred  and  fifty,  while  two 
hundi*ed  is  a  preferable  maximum. 

YI.  All  such  buildings  should  be  constructed  of  stone  or 
brick,  have  slate  or  metallic  roofs,  and  as  far  as  possible  be 
made  secure  from  accidents  by  fire. 

YII.  Every  Hospital  having  provision  for  two  hundred 
or  more  patients,  should  have  in  it  at  least  eight  distinct 
wards  for  each  sex,  making  sixteen  classes  in  the  entire 
establishment. 

YHI.  Each  ward  should  have  in  it  a  parlor,  a  corridor, 
single  lodging  rooms  for  patients,  an  associated  dormitory, 
communicating  with  a  chamber  for  two  attendants,  a 
clothes  room,  a  bath  room,  a  water  closet,  a  dining  room,  a 
dumb  waiter,  and  a  speaking  tube  leading  to  the  kitchen  or 
other  central  part  of  the  building. 

IX.  'No  apartments  should  ever  be  provided  for  the 
patients,  either  as  place  of  confinement  or  as  lodging  rooms, 
that  are  not  entirely  above  ground. 

X.  No  class  of  rooms  should  ever  be  constructed  without 
some  kind  of  a  window  in  each,  communicating  directly 
with  the  external  atmosphere. 
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XI.  Ko  chamber  for  the  use  of  a  single  patient  should 
ever  be  less  than  eight  by  ten  feet,  nor  should  the  ceiling  of 
any  story  occupied  by  patients  be  less  than  twelve  feet  in 
height. 

XII.  The  floors  of  patients'  apartments  should  always  be 
of  wood. 

XIII.  The  stair-way  should  always  be  of  iron,  stone,  or 
other  indestnictible  material,  ample  in  size  and  number, 
and  easy  of  access,  to  afford  convenient  egress  in  case  of 
accident  by  fire. 

XIY.  A  large  Hospital  should  consist  of  a  main  central 
building  with  wings. 

XY.  The  main  central  building  should  contain  the 
offices,  receiving  rooms  for  company,  and  apartments  en- 
tirely j)rivate,  for  the  Superintending  Physician  and  his 
family,  in  case  that  officer  resides  in  the  Hospital  build- 
ing. 

XYI.  The  wings  should  be  so  arranged,  that  if  rooms  are 
placed  on  both  sides  of  a  corridor,  the  corridors  should  be 
furnished  at  both  ends  with  movable  glazed  sashes,  for  the 
free  admission  of  both  light  and  air. 

XYII.  The  lighting  should  be  by  gas,  on  account  of  its 
convenience,  cleanliness,  safety,  and  economy. 

XYHI.  The  apartments  for  washing,  clothing,  &c., 
should  be  detached  from  the  Hospital  building. 
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XIX.  The  drainage  should  be  under  ground,  and  all  the 
inlets  to  the  sewers  should  be  properly  secured  to  prevent 
oflfensive  emanations. 

XX.  All  Hospitals  should  be  warmed  by  passing  an 
abundance  of  pure,  fresh  air  from  the  external  atmosphere 
over  pipes  or  plates  containing  steam  under  low  pressure, 
or  hot  water,  the  temperature  of  which,  at  the  boiler,  does 
not  exceed  212°  F.,  and  placed  in  the  basement  or  cellar  of 
the  building  to  be  heated. 

XXI.  A  complete  system  of  forced  ventilation  in  con- 
nection with  the  heating,  is  indispensable  to  give  purity  to 
the  air  of  a  Hospital  for  the  Insane  ;  and  no  expense  that  is 
required  to  effect  this  object  thoroughly,  can  be  deemed 
either  misplaced  or  injudicious. 

XXII.  The  boilers  for  generating  steam  for  warming  the 
building,  should  be  in  a  detached  structure,  connected  with 
which  may  be  the  engine  for  pumping  water,  driving  the 
washing  apparatus  and  other  machinery. 

XXIII.  All  water  closets  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
made  of  indestructible  materials,  be  simple  in  their  arrange- 
ment, and  have  a  strong  downward  ventilation  connected 
with  them. 

XXIV.  The  wards  for  the  more  excited  class  should  be 
constructed  with  rooms  on  but  one  side  of  a  corridor,  not 
less  than  ten  feet  wide,  the  external  windows  of  which 
should  be  large,  and  commanding  pleasant  views. 


OlSr  THE  OEGAOTZATION  OF  HOSPITALS  FOR 


THE  mSAlSTE. 


I.  The  general  controlling  power  should  be  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Trustees,  or  Managers  ;  if  of  a  State  Institution, 
selected  in  such  a  manner  as  will  be  likely  most  effectually 
to  protect  it  from  all  influences  connected  with  political 
measures  or  political  changes,  if  of  a  private  corporation, 
by  those  properly  authorized  to  vote. 

II.  The  Board  of  Trustees  should  not  exceed  twelve 
in  number,  and  be  composed  of  persons  possessing  the  pub- 
lic confidence,  distinguished  for  liberality,  intelligence,  and 
active  benevolence  above  all  political  bias,  and  able  and 
willing  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  their  station.  Their 
tenure  of  ofiice  should  be  so  arranged,  that  when  changes 
are  deemed  advisable,  the  tenns  of  not  more  than  one-third 
should  expire  in  any  one  year. 

III.  The  Board  of  Trustees  should  appoint  the  Physician, 
and  on  his  nomination,  and  not  otherwise,  the  Assistant 
Physician,  Steward,  and  Matron.  They  should  as  a  Board, 
or  by  Committee,  visit  and  examine  every  part  of  the  Insti- 
tution, at  frequent  stated  intervals,  not  less  than  semi- 
monthly, and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  and  exercise  so  careful  a  supervision  over  the 
expenditures  and  general  operations  of  the  Hospital,  as  to 
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give  to  the  community  a  proper  degree  of  confidence  in  the 
correctness  of  its  management. 

IV.  The  Physician  should  be  the  Superintendent  and 
chief  Executive  Ofiicer  of  the  Establishment.  Besides, 
being  a  well  educated  Physician,  he  should  have  the  mental, 
physical,  and  moral  qualities  to  fit  him  for  the  post.  He 
should  serve  during  good  behavior,  reside  on  or  veiy  near 
the  premises,  and  his  compensation  should  be  so  liberal  as 
to  allow  him  to  devote  his  whole  time  and  energies  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Hospital.  He  should  nominate  to  the  Board 
suitable  persons  to  act  as  Assistant  Physician,  Steward,  and 
Matron.  He  should  have  entire  control  of  the  medical, 
moral,  and  dietetic  treatment  of  the  patients,  the  unre- 
stricted power  of  appointment  or  discharge  of  all  persons 
engaged  in  their  care,  and  should  exercise  a  general  super- 
vision and  direction  of  every  department  of  the  Institution. 

Y.  The  Assistant  Physician,  or  Assistant  Physicians, 
when  more  than  one  are  required,  should  be  graduates  of 
medicine,  of  such  character  and  qualifications  as  to  be  able 
to  represent  and  to  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  Phy- 
sician daring  his  absence. 

YI.  The  Steward,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent Physician,  and  by  his  order,  should  make  all  pur- 
chases for  the  Institution,  keep  the  accounts,  make  engage- 
ments with,  pay  and  discharge  those  employed  about  the 
Establishment ;  have  a  supervision  of  the  farm,  garden, 
and  grounds,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him. 
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VIL  The  Matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, should  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  domestic 
arrangements  of  the  house,  and  under  the  same  direction, 
do  what  she  can  to  promote  the  comfort  and  restoration 
of  the  patients. 

Yni.  In  Institutions  containing  more  than  two  hundred 
patients,  a  second  Assistant  Physician  and  an  Apothecary 
should  be  employed  :  to  the  latter  of  whom,  other  duties  in 
the  male  wards  may  be  conveniently  assigned. 

IX.  If  a  Chaplain  be  deemed  advisable  as  a  permanent 
officer,  he  should  be  selected  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
like  all  others  engaged  in  the  care  of  the  patients,  should 
be  entirely  under  his  control  and  direction.  , 

X.  In  every  Hospital  for  the  Insane  there  should  be  one 
Supervisor  for  each  sex,  exercising  a  general  oversight  of 
all  the  attendants  and  patients,  and  forming  a  medium  of 
communication  between  them  and  the  officers. 

XI.  In  no  Institution  should  the  number  of  persons  in 
immediate  attendance  on  the  patients  be  in  a  lower  ratio 
than  one  attendant  for  every  ten  patients;  and  a  mucli 
larger  proportion  of  attendants  wdll  commonly  be  desired. 

XII.  The  fullest  authority  should  be  given  to  the  Super- 
intendent, to  take  every  precaution  that  can  guard  against 
fire  or  accident  within  an  Institution,  and  to  secure  this 
an  efficient  night  watch  should  always  be  provided. 

Xin.  The  situation  and  circumstances  of  different  Insti- 
tutions may  require  a  considerable  number  of  persons  to  be 
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employed  in  various  other  positions  ;  but  in  every  Hospital, 
at  least  all  those  that  have  been  referred  to,  are  deemed  not 
only  desirable,  but  absolutely  necessary,  to  give  all  the 
advantages  that  may  be  hoped  for  from  a  liberal  and  en- 
lightened treatment  of  the  Insane. 

XIY.  All  persons  employed  in  the  care  of  the  Insane 
should  be  active,  vigilant,  cheerful,  and  in  good  health. 
They  should  be  of  a  kind  and  benevolent  disposition ;  be 
educated,  and  in  all  respects  trustworthy ;  and  their  com- 
pensation should  be  sufficiently  liberal  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  individuals  of  this  description* 


NURSERY  HOSPITAL.

The  undersigned  respectfully  snhinits  the  following  as  his 
Annual  Eeport  for  the  year  1853  :

Annexed  hereto  are  tables  showing  the  diseases  of  those 
treated  and  discharged  curedj  or  relieved  ;  and  of  those  who 
have  died,  with  a  tabular  statement  of  their  ages; 

Of  those  who  have  died,  two  were  Coroner's  cases,  and 
two  were  of  adults,  not  in  the  Hospital,  and  not  included  in 
the  report  of  those  treated.  The  pel"  centage  of  mortality^ 
exclusive  of  these,  is  3.88,  a  reduction  of*  three  per  cent, 
from  that  of  1852,  when  it  was  shown  to  have  been  less 
than  in  any  previous  year  for  the  entire  period,  during 
which  accurate  records  haVe  been  kept. 

Seven  cases  of  small  pox  have  been  sent  to  Blackwell's 
Island ;  though  prevalent  elsewhere^  no  case  has  occurred 
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here  since  last  March.  All  children  not  previously  pro- 
tected, have  been  vaccinated  in  quarantine  on  their  arrival 
from  the  city. 

One-fourth  of  the  number  of  the  sick  treated  have  been 
received  from  the  city — a  fact  to  be  remembered  in  forming 
an  estimate  of  the  health  of  the  inmates  of  this  department 
at  large. 

Scrofula  in  its  various  manifestations,  determines  or  com- 
plicates nine-tenths  of  all  the  diseases  treated,  and  furnishes 
a  like  ratio  of  the  causes  of  death. 

To  the  liberal  Hospital  supplies  furnished  on  the  part  of 
your  Board,  much  of  the  success  obtained  is  mainly  attri- 
butable. 

The  addition  to  the  South  Hospital,  nearly  ready  for  use, 
will  greatly  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  wards,  and 
afford  increased  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick. 

My  Assistants,  Drs.  E.  E.  Moore  and  D.  Mason,  are 
deserving  of  honorable  mention  for  their  devotedness  to  the 
interests  of  this  department,  and  professional  skill  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties.

To  the  Governors  of  the  Alms  House. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Department  for  the  Relief  of 
Out-door  Poor,  respectfully  report  the  accompanying  state- 
ment and  statistics  for  the  year,  ending  December  31st, 
1853,  by  which  it  will  appear  that  4,088  adults,  and  6,273 
children,  have  been  relieved  with  donations  in  money  ;  and 
11,603  adults,  and  19,658  children,  with  fuel — showing  a 
considerable  decrease  in  the  applications  for  Out-door  Re- 
lief, the  number  being  4,827  less  than  for  1852,  and  a 
saving  of  $9,053  14,  as  will  aj^pear  by  the  following 
account ;

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Tlieie  have  been  admitted  to  the  Nursery,  Randall's 
Island,  through  this  department,  1,224  children  ;  175  have 
been  indentured  to  parties  in  good  standing  in  this  and  the 
adjoining  States,  and  365  placed  on  trial  previous  to  being 
indentured  ;  and  it  is  most  gratifying  to  the  department  to 
know  that,  from  the  enquiries  which  are  continually  being 
made,  their  conduct  is  such,  that  in  most  cases  they  have 
the  confidence  and  favor  of  their  employers.  It  has  always 
been  most  desirable  to  place  these  children  as  far  from  the 
City  as  practicable,  and  a  majority  of  them  have  been 
80  disposed  to  respectable  farmers  and  mechanics,  in  the 
country  towns  of  this  and  adjoining  States.  Circulars  are 
addressed  periodically  to  their  employers  as  to  their  condi- 
tion, habits  and  conduct,  and  whether  the  obligations  of 
their  indentures  are  fulfilled  on  their  part. 

Also,  through  this  department,  2,023  interments  have 
been  made  in  the  City  Cemetery. 

I  also  report  that  486  infants  have  been  under  care  ol 
Nurses  in  the  City  during  the  year,  of  whom  43  have  been 
taken  by  respectable  parties,  and  adopted  as  their  own,  69 
returned  to  parents  and  friends,  201  have  died,  and  173 
under  care  on  the  31st  December,  1853.  The  miserable 
condition  of  many  of  these  children,  when  received  by  the 
department,  being  debilitated,  filthy  and  diseased,  offspring 
of  the  profligate  and  intemperate,  will  account  for  the  great 
mortality.  The  Nurses  selected  by  this  department  are 
respectable  females,  whose  characters  are  vouched  for  by 
certificates  from  responsible  and  known  parties. 

In  disposing  of  this  charity,  I  have  to  depend  on  the 
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reports  of  the  Visitors  attached  to  this  department,  Mesers. 
Quackinbush,  McGrath,  and  Piatt,  who  are  well  qualified 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  which  have  been 
performed  most  satisfactorily  ;  and  in  connection  with  the 
other  employees,  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  business 
of  the  office  has  been  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
pieet  your  approbation.

Making  a  total  of  three  thousand  and  forty  that  have 
received  the  benefit  of  this  department  during  the  year,  and 
a  decrease  of  six  since  my  last  Annual  Report.  Of  the 
deaths,  c..ne  of  the  adults  did  not  come  under  the  care  of 
the  Resident  Physician ;  consequently,  is  not  reported  by 
him,  leaving  seventy »nine  as  the  mortality  of  the  Island, 
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which  is  less  than  half  the  number  of  deaths  during  the 
previous  year. 

In  the  sewing  room  there  has  been  made  twenty-five 
thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety  garments,  valued  at  five 
thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  as  per 
monthly  returns  from  the  Store  Department. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  School  on  the  Island 
during  the  year,  has  been  six  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 

There  has  been  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  interments  at  the  City  Cemetery,  as  per  statement 
annexed. 

A  statement  of  the  Produce  raised  on  the  Island  is  also 
annexed. 

The  additions  now  making  to  the  kitchen  for  a  Wash 
House,  will,  when  completed,  add  very  much  to  the  econ- 
omy and  comfort  of  the  department.  I  doubt  not  that  the 
saving  effected  thereby  will  amply  repay  the  expense  in- 
GUrred.

direct  to  the  Island  from  Albany.  We  would  tlien  have 
such  Lumber  as  we  should  want,  and  at  the  same  time  save 
eonie  twenty-five  per  cent,  on  the  cost,  besides  the  cartages. 

bills  for  Lumber  has  been  very  large  for  the  last  year^ 
especially  Box  Boards,  of  which  we  have  received  some 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  feet. 

I  should  think  there  could  also  be  a  saving  in  the  article 
of  Iron,  as  the  kind  ordered  weekly  does  not  vary  much. 
There  could  be  a  quantity  bought  at  the  time,  and  thereby 
save  very  large  cartages,  and,  I  think,  something  on  the 
first  cost. 

By  reference  to  my  inventory  you  will  perceive  that  the 
stock  of  Clothing  is  very  small ;  the  cause  of  which  you 
received  in  a  communication  from  me  in  November  last,  at 
which  time  the  Board  passed  resolutions,  which  I  think  will 
remedy  the  evil.  I  think  I  shall  have  no  more  trouble  to 
supply  the  Departments  with  what  they  may  want  in  thafe 
respect. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  again  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  building  a  Pier  from  the  Dock.  The  tides  are 
freq^uently  so  low  that  the  Steamboat  is  compelled  to  land 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Island,  where  there  is  no  Piles  for 
iastening  the  boat,  or  room  for  the  freight. 

Accompanying  this  you  will  receive  tables,  showing  the 
amount  of  Goods  distributed  to  each  Institution  monthly  ; 
one  showing  the  monthly  receipts  of  Goods  from  the  Depart- 
ments ;  also  my  Inventory  of  Stock  on  hand.  ; 
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In  conclusion,  you  will  please  accept  my  aclcnowledg- 
ments  for  the  promptness  with  which  you  have  acceded  to 
the  demands  of  the  store,  and  for  the  general  interest  mani- 
fested towards  my  department.

The  credit  of  $34,828  93,  for  labor,  &c.,  charged  Work 
House,  for  teams,  teamsters,  grading,  making  sea  walls, 
tending  Masons  and  Carpenters  on  New  Building,  &c.,  &c., 
is  based  on  a  scale  of  prices  per  diem,  which  may  seem 
large  to  you,  and  perhaps  unnecessary.  In  entering  upon 
the  books  of  the  "Work  House  the  number  of  the  days' 
work,  performed  by  the  inmates,  we  have  also  estimated  the 
value  of  that  labor  according  to  the  abilities  of  the  man 
who  performed  it,  although  we  have  not  been  directed  to 
do  so  ;  neither  does  it  change  the  interest  of  the  department 
whether  the  account  is  so'kept  or  not,  further  than  the  fin- 
ishing of  the  books,  and  the  making  of  them  intelligible 
when  reference  to  them  is  necessary. 

The  whole  [number  of  days'  work,  performed  by  the  in- 
mates of  the  "Work  House,  is  71,593. 

I  am  sanguine  in  the  prospects  and  results  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Work  House,  and  as  soon  as  shops  and  other 
preparations  can  be  made,  and  the  kind  of  labor  selected 
and  adopted  by  the  Board  for  the  inmates  to  perform,  much, 
very  much,  can  be  done  to  make  it  a  self  supporting  insti- 
tution.   I  am  aware  that  this  is  an  assertion,  perhaps,  with 
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out  sufficient  knowledge  to  sustain  it — but  mature  plans, 
carefully  made,  and  as  carefully  and  zealously  executed, 
will  do  much,  I  am  sure,  to  convince  your  Honorable  Body 
that  "  some  things  can  be  done  as  well  as  others." 

Tlie  South  Wing  of  the  !N"ew  Work  House  is  enclosed  as 
far  as  where  the  cross  T  connects  with  it,  and  we  are  now 
engaged  in  laying  floors,  trimming  windows,  &c.  Our  iron 
doors  and  grates  are  in  a  forward  state  of  completion,  and 
we  hope  by  the  first  of  May  next,  to  be  enabled  to  occupy 
it  with  three  or  four  hundred  females,  which  will  relieve 
the  other  Institutions  on  the  Island  of  their  present  crowded 
and  uncomfortable  condition. 

I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  upon  details  in  regard 
to  the  progress  of  the  South  Wing  of  the  Work  House 
during  the  last  year,  as  that  matter  w^ill  be  fully  set  forth 
in  the  Architect's  Report,  which  will  state  the  amount  of 
work  done,  its  cost,  &c.,  which  Report  will  accompany 
this. 

It  is  due,  however,  to  state,  in  this  place,  that  Major 
Harker,  the  Master  Mason ;  Mr.  Tuberty,  the  Master  Stone 
Cutter,  and  Mr.  Hampton,  the  Master  Carpenter,  have  per- 
formed their  several  duties  with  signal  ability,  and  I  believe 
a  better  selection  of  mechanics  could  not  be  found,  in  the 
city  of  Kew-York,  than  those  employed  on  this  building. 

Mr.  Smyth,  the  Clerk,  and  the  Assistant  Officers  in  this 
department,  are  entitled  to  my  thanks  for  the  faithful  and 
prompt  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties 
on  all  occasions. 
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I  am  also  deeply  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  particularly  the  Committee  of  the  Work  House,  for 
the  efficient  aid  they  have  given  me  in  prosecuting  the 
duties  devolving  on  me  in  the  Work  House  Department 
as  well  as  on  the  building.

Report,  1853. 

It  has  been  appositely  observed,  that  Statistics  may  be 
said  to  be  the  account-book  of  a  nation  for  ascertaining  the 
state  of  its  affairs,  without  which  it  might  be  compared  to 
a  merchant  who  discards  his  ledger,  and  neglects  to  strike 
a  balance. 

The  science  of  statistics  has  been  found  of  considerable 
service,  proving  as  facts  that  which  might  be  othemise 
only  a  matter  of  conjecture. 

In  the  belief  that  these  observations  apply  with  equal 
force  to  public  institutions  as  to  nations,  the  annexed  Tables 
are  submitted  as  useful  and  interesting  to  a  certain  degree ; 
but  it  is  intended  to  render  future  tables  far  more  compre- 
hensive and  of  greater  utility. 


1^0  TE   TO   TABLE  A. 

The  progressive  increase  in  the  Admissions  each  month 
of  the  year  1858,  (as  shown  in  this  table,)  arises  from  the 
large  number  of  Yagrants  committed  direct  to  the  "Work 
House,  or  transferred  from  the  Penitentiary  to  the  great 
relief  of  that  Institution,  and  thus  affording  an  opportunity 
of  classification. 
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Fifteen  different  States  of  the  Union  have  furnished  a 
proportion  of  the  ISTative  inmates,  and  twenty-one  various 
countries  have  contributed  their  share  to  the  Foreign,  of 
which  Ireland  sends  the  greatest  number.

E^OTE   TO   TABLE  B. 

By  reference  to  this  return  it  will  be  found  that  of  the 
1,668  who  have  formed  the  floating  population  of  this  In- 
stitution during  the  year,  not  less  than  282  were  under  the 
age  of  20  years.  Many  of  them  were  mere  boys,  just 
entering  their  teens,  who,  it  is  painful  to  notice,  have  been 
committed  to  the  Work  House  or  the  Penitentiary,  three, 
four,  or  five  different  terms. 

Some  trouble  has  been  taken  to  ascertain  (so  far  as  possi- 
bly could  be  done)  the  "  causes"  of  committal  beyond  the 
vague  term  "  Yagrancy,"  which  appears  on  the  face  of 
each  commitment  from  Police  Courts.  "Intemperance" 
stands  as  having  been  the  primary  "  cause"  of  the  largest 
number  of  commitments,  but  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  dis- 
cover which  are  cases  of  direct  habitual  drunkenness,  or 
which  only  a  casual  and  unusual  indulgence  in  inebriety. 

"  DEBAucnEKY,"  refcrs  to  such  as  having  sought  aid  from 
the  Penitentiary  Hospital,  are  compelled  to  work  out  the 
remainder  of  their  terms  as  a  re-payment  for  the  cure  or 
help  afforded  them. 

"  Blindness."— Why  individuals  coming  under  tliis  head, 
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and  committed  as  vagrants  for  begging,  should  be  sent  to 
the  Work  House  instead  of  the  Ahns  House,  is  a  matter  for 
consideration. 

"  LrNACY." — Not  less  than  13  of  those  committed  to  this 
Institution  are  now  inmates  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  it 
is  proper  to  observe,  that  they  were  insane  when  admitted 
to  the  Work  House. 

The  mortality  among  the  inmates  has  been  exceedingly 
small — not  one  per  cent.  The  number  of  deaths  being  15, 
the  number  of  inmates  received  during  the  year  being 
1,668.  Most  of  the  deceased  were  in  a  sinking  state  when 
received,  and  one  died  from  injuries  caused  by  a  fall. 

The  number  of  discharges  by  order  of  Justices  and  Gov* 
ernors  of  Alms  House  has  been  large.  Only  11  have  been 
discharged  by  Writs  of  Habeas  Corpus,  which  is  a  trifling 
number,  when  it  is  considered  that  the  majority  of  the 
vagrancy  commitments  are  defective,  a  fact  worthy  of  seri- 
ous consideration  and  decisive  action. 

Few  of  the  inmates,  however,  appear  to  have  the  means, 
or  their  friends  the  desire,  to  fee  a  certain  class  of  lawyers, 
whose  extortion  is  notorious. 

The  frequent  discharge  of  vagrants  at  a  very  early  period 
after  commitment,  is  productive  of  much  trouble  and  in- 
convenience, and  the  experience  of  the  past  year  has  shown, 
that  such  discharges  have  proved  but  in  very  few  cases  of 
any  service  to  the  vagrants  themselves. 

A  constant  recurrence  of  discharges  and  re-commitments^ 
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exits  and  re-entrances,  throws  great  impediments  in  the 
way  of  reformatory  measures,  and  the  pursuance  of  a  sys- 
tematic course  of  steady  industry,  which  are  the  principal 
objects  of  this  Institution, 


NOTE   TO   TABLE  C. 

This  table  shows  that  the  average  daily  increase  in  the 
number  of  inmates  this  year  over  that  of  last  year,  has 
been  99.    Daily  average  of  1852,  196 ;  of  1853,  295. 

The  increase  on  the  31st  of  December,  1853,  over  that  of 
the  same  day,  1852,  was  319. 


NOTE   TO   TABLE  B. 

The  aggregate  number  of  days'  work  obtained  from  in- 
mates during  the  year  1853,  was  Yl,593,  being  an  average 
of  about  231  each  day  (allowing  two  holidays  during  the 
year)  while  the  daily  average  of  inmates  was  295. 

Tlie  average  loss  of  64  days'  work  has  been  caused  by 
tbe  contingencies  of  sickness  and  bad  weather,  and  consid- 
erable deduction  had  also  to  be  made  on  acount  of  cripples, 
idiots  and  others,  who  could  only  be  credited  with  half-day 
labor.  Lunatics,  confirmed  and  temporary,  also  gave  rise 
to  a  deficiency- 
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NOTE   TO   TABLE  E. 

This  return  shows  that  considerable  labor  has  been  per- 
formed in  the  Bakery. 

The  quantity  of  Flour  (8,810  barrels)  baked,  and  the 
number  of  Loaves  (824,844:)  produced  by  a  daily  average  of 
13^  inmate  Bakers,  may  justify  the  remark,  that  much 
vigilance  and  industry  have  characterized  the  supervision 
of  this  department. 


KOTE   TO   TABLE  F. 

When  we  take  into  consideration  the  small  average  of 
mechanics  employed  in  each  department,  and  the  incom- 
petency and  unwillingness  of  the  majority  of  the  inmates  of 
Institutions  like  the  Work  House,  to  pursue  a  steady  course 
of  industry,  it  is  presumed  that  a  fair  amount  of  articles 
have  been  manufactured  and  work  obtained.  Some  of  the 
work  performed  is  exhibited  in  this  return  of  articles  manu- 
factured, but  a  large  portion  of  jobbing  of  various  descrip- 
tions could  not  be  shown  in  a  tabular  form. 


NOTE   TO   TABLE   CI- . 

This  table  exhibits  the  various  sums  paid  to  inmates, 
who  have  earned  such  amounts  over  and  above  the  cost  of 
their  support,  clothing,  &c. 
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The  expenditure  for  this  purpose  lias  been  this  year  less, 
by  $596  49,  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  1852.
